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Production  af  red  meat  during  1957       the  ^3  countries  for  which  estimates  have 
been  made  totaled  95  billion  pounds,  substantially  equal  to  1956.    Gains  in  Europe, 
the  U.S.S.R.  and  Oceania  were  offset  by  declines  in  North  and  South  America.  This 
is  the  first  leveling  off  of  red  meat  production,  which  had  been  rising  at  about 
5  percent  per  year,  since  it  started  its  postwar  recovery  in  19^ •  However, 
production  in  1957  "^as  still  Ik  percent  above  the  average  for  1951-55 • 

Pork  production  remained  level  in  1957  with  sharp  rises  in  most  areas  being  off- 
set by  drops  in  North  America  and  Oceania.    Production  was  1^  percent  above  the 
1951-55  average.

Total  lamb  and  mutton  production  in  1957  "^as  6  percent  above 
average.

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These  clianges  in  production  have  necessarily  reduced  consunrption  in  many  parts 
of  the  world  and  resulted  in  generally  high  or  stable  meat  prices.    Prices  in 
Western  Europe  which  normally  would  have  declined  due  to  hi^  domestic  output, 
remained  relatively  high  during  1957  and  early  195B.    Prices  of  pork  in  Europe, 
which  is  self-sufficient  in  pork  products  and  thus  not  greatly  affected  by 
shortages  in  other  areas,  dropped  considerably  during  late  1957  "but  recovered 
in  1958.    Meat  prices  in  North  America  have  shown  sharp  rises,  especially  in 
the  lower  grades  of  manufacturing  meat,  while  consumption  has  dropped.  Prices 
of  top -grade  animals  and  meat  throughout  the  major  Southern  Hemisphere  exporting 
areas  have  remained  steady,  or  have  risen.    There  have  been  sharp  increases  in 
manufacturing  meat  prices  in  Oceania  since  early  1958. 

The  effect  of  price  changes  on  world  trade  has  been  to  reduce  exports  to  the 
large  meat  consuming  area  of  Western  Europe,  and  to  divert  some  meat  to  North 
America.    Although  South  American  exporting  areas  were  able  to  maintain  and  even 
increase  their  exports  during  1957  at  the  expense  of  domestic  consumption,  1958 
exports  are  expected  to  decline. 

U.  S.  meat  producers  may  thus  expect  to  see  imports  of  livestock  and  meat  during 
1958  reach  a  new  record.    Larger  imports  of  preserved  and  canned  meat  from 
Argentina,  of  boneless  manufacturing  beef  from  New  Zealand  and  of  fresh  meat  and 
livestock  from  Canada  and  Mexico  are  features  of  U.  S.  trade  during  1958.    U.  S. 
exports  of  meat  and  meat  products  may  be  expected  to  drop  sharply. 

North  America 

Production  in  Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  the  k  countries  of 
North  America  for  which  estimates  were  made,  declined  more  than  3  percent  frcm 
1956  to  1957-    Increases  in  Mexico  and  Cuba  did  not  offset  a  sharp  drop  in 
Canadian  pork  production  and  in  all  types  of  U.  S.  meat  production. 

Canadian  pork  production  will  rise  in  1958,  but  beef,  lamb  and  mutton  production 
is  expected  to  remain  level  or  increase  only  slightly,  leaving  the  coimtry  with 
a  small  net  increase  in  production.    Mexican  production  is  expected  to  increase 
in  1958,  but  probably  not  as  much  as  during  1957-    I«arge  exports  of  feeder  ani- 
mals to  the  United  States  and  the  desire  of  ranchers  to  build  up  their  breeding 
herds  to  restock  ranges  in  northern  Mexico  are  expected  to  reduce  the  number  of 
cattle  for  slaughter.    Cuban  production  is  expected  to  continue  its  increase  in 
both  quantity  and  quality.    Improved  Cuban  management  and  breeding  practices 
have  increased  the  carrying  capacity  of  pastures  and  meat  production  per  animal 
in  recent  years.    Cuban  pork  production,  though  still  far  below  domestic  re- 
quirements, continues  to  develop.    U.  S.  meat  production  is  expected  to  drop 
again  from  1957  to  I958. 

It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  meat  production  in  the  k  North  American  countries 
will  drop  2  percent  from  1957  to  about  30,600  million  pounds  in  1958.  Consequently 
imports  must  be  increased  if  the  per  capita  consumption  of  meat  in  the  area  is 
to  be  maintained. 
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South  America 


Meat  pi*oduction  in  the  6  South  American  countries  for  which  estimates  are  made 
dropped  less  than  1  percent  from  195^  to  195T«    A  general  increase  in  production 
throughout  most  countries  of  South  America  was  offset  by  a  sharp  drop  in  Argen- 
tine heef ,  lamh  and  mutton.    Uruguay  showed  a  strong  recovery  in  "beef  production 
but  output  of  other  types  of  meat  dropped.    Production  of  all  types  of  meat 
increased  moderately  in  Brazil  while  it  remained  about  level  throughout  the 
rest  of  South  America. 

Argentine  beef  production  is  expected  to  drop  again  during  1958  as  a  result  of 
reductions  in  cattle  numbers  during  1957*    Heavy  slaughter  for  several  years 
has  reduced  herds  to  the  point  where  concern,  is  being  expressed  in  that  country 
as  to  its  continued  ability  to  supply  both  a  growing  dcmestic  demand  and  tra- 
ditional export  markets.    Pork  production  will  probably  increase  somewhat  in 
195S.    Mutton  and  lamb  production  is  also  expected  to  rise.    Although  Uruguayan 
beef  production  rose  sharply  during  195T>  a  sizable  drop  is  expected  in  1958. 
Continued  labor  troubles  in  the  packing  houses  and  declining  cattle  numbers  are 
expected  to  contribute  to  a  reduction  of  production  to  about  1956  levels  or 
lower.    Brazilian  meat  production  in  1958  is  expected  to  exceed  1957*  However, 
because  of  large  losses  of  livestock  by  drought  in  northeastern  Brazil,  the  rise 
is  expected  to  be  small.    Production  in  Chile,  Columbia  and  Uruguay  is  expected 
to  increase  somewhat. 

Meat  production  for  the  6  South  American  countries  during  1958  is  expected  to  be 
about  1  percent  below  1957«    With  its  rising  standard  of  living.  South  America*  s 
rising  population  will  probably  need  more  meat  during  1958.    The  resulting  de- 
crease in  stocks  available  for  export  may  have  a  significant  effect  upon  the 
international  meat  trade. 

Western  Europe 

Production  in  the  16  Western  European  countries  rose  about  1  percent  dtiring  1957 
with  the  greatest  increase  in  pork.    Larger  hog  numbers  and  heavy  slaughter 
pushed  pork  production  up  sharply  throughout  the  area.    There  were  unusually 
large  increases  in  Ireland,  Denmark  and  Sweden.    With  the  large  pork  output, 
prices  dropped,  and  there  was  concern  throughout  the  exporting  coimtries.  The 
effect  of  increases  in  beef  and  veal  output  in  Denmark,  West  Germany,  Ireland 
and  the  United  Kingdom  was  reduced  by  a  drop  in  French  production.  Production 
of  horsemeat,  lamb  and  mutton  showed  slight  gains  in  all  of  Western  Europe. 

Farmers  throughout  northwestern  Europe  increased  hog  numbers  during  1957^  and 
higher  pork  production  is  expected  for  1958.    This  increase  in  production  has 
caused  intensified  efforts  to  open  new  markets  for  pork  products,  especially  in 
North  and  South  America,  and  encourage  higher  domestic  consumption.    Beef  and 
veal  production  in  1958  is  not  expected  to  rise  as  sharply  as  pork  production. 
Moderate  increases  in  Danish,  French  and  West  German  output  will  be  largely  off- 
set by  stable  or  lowered  output  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  area.  Production 
of  lamb  and  mutton  is  expected  to  rise  slightly  while  horsemeat  production  will 
probably  drop  again. 
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Eastern  Europe 


Production  of  meat  in  Eastern  Europe  increased  steadily  fron  1951  to  195^  "but 
leveled  off  in  1957.    The  increase  in  pork  and  horsemeat  in  1957  "was  offset  "by 
a  decrease  in  "beef  and  veal,  mutton,  lamb  and  goat. 

The  Eastern  European  countries  all  plan  to  increase  livestock  production  in  the 
next  few  years  with  emphasis  on  increased  beef  production.    Success  vill  depend 
almost  completely  upon  increases  in  feed  output.    Pork  production,  which  is  now 
relatively  high  in  Eastern  Europe,  will  prohahly  continue  to  increase.  Abundant 
supplies  of  canned  hog  products  from  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia  are  expected  to 
"be  available  for  export  to  non-Communist  countries.    Hungary  has  large  numbers 
of  hogs  for  export.    Yugoslavia  will  have  the  usual  number  of  animals  and  meat 
for  export. 

The  production  data  in  the  table  are  based  in  part  on  recently  published  official 
data. 

U.S.S.R. 

The  5  percent  rise  in  meat  production  in  the  U.S.S.R.  during  1957  "was  due  to  a 
rapid  increase  in  pork  production.    The  output  of  other  types  of  meat  remained 
relatively  unchanged  from  1956  to  1957*    This  increase  in  pork  production  is  a 
reflection  of  the  intensive  efforts  made  during  the  last  few  years  to  encourage 
hog  raising.    Both  numbers  of  hogs  and  pork  output  have  risen  sharply  above  the 
1951-55  average. 

The  Russian  Government  is  calling  for  increased  meat  production  in  the  future, 
and  numbers  of  all  types  of  animals  have  been  built  up  rapidly.  Output  of  red 
meat  is  expected  to  continue  to  rise  during  1958« 

Oceania 

Meat  production  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  increased  sharply  to  5  percent 
above  195 6  levels  in  195^7'    Severe  drought  in  Australia  resulted  in  some 
liquidation  of  herds  in  stricken  areas  with  consequent  heavy  slaughter.  Because 
of  the  nature  of  the  slaughter,  the  quality  of  meat  suffered,  and  the  greatest 
increase  was  in  canned  and  boneless  meat  production.    A  slight  drop  in  pork 
production  was  not  enough  to  offset  the  large  rise  in  beef,  mutton  and  lamb. 

Australian  sheep  and  cattle  numbers  have  now  been  cut  back  and  little  further 
reduction  is  expected.    If  the  drought  situation  continues  to  improve  and  pastures 
regenerate  themselves  this  year,  the  combined  effects  of  low  cattle  numbers  and 
restocking  m^j  reduce  beef  production  sharply.    Lamb  and  mutton  output  during 
1958  is  expected  to  remain  at  a  level  equal  to  or  slightly  la^er  than  1957.  New 
Zealand  beef  production,  which  was  unusually  high  during  1957,  is  expected  to 
remain  about  level  during  1958  while  mutton  and  lamb  production  may  increase 
moderately  to  about  1956  levels. 
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Meat  production  for  the  2  coimtries  is  expected  to  drop  slightly  during  1953^ 
and  reduce  supplies  for  export. 

Other  Areas 

Meat  production  in  the  h  countries  of  Southwest  Asia  Egypt^  Turkey,  Iran  and 

Iraq— -is  "believed  to  have  remained  relatively  constant  during  195^  and  1957« 
Productioii  in  1957         1^^-  percent  above  the  1951-55  average. 

Progress  throughout  the  area  is  hampered  "by  disease,  and  "by  marketing  and 
processing  problems.    U.  S.  aid  in  Turkey  has  helped,  but  progress  is  slow. 
In  1956  only  203  million  pounds  of  beef  and  veal  were  produced  from  cattle  and 
buffalo  numbering  over  12  million.    This  was  less  than  I7  pounds  per  head.  The 
conrparable  average  for  the  United  States  was  about  166  pounds. 

Production  in  Japan  and  the  Philippine  Republic,  the  2  countries  of  the  Far  East 
studied,  continued  to  show  impressive  advances.    Sharp  increases  in  livestock 
numbers,  encouraged  by  governmental  action  and  U.  S.  aid,  have  made  possible  a 
corresponding  increase  in  production  and  consumption.    Although  domestic  pro- 
duction in  Japan  is  expected  to  continue  its  upward  trend,  the  large  Japanese 
population,  with  its  rising  standard  of  living,  is  expected  to  eat  more  imported 
meat. 
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
